A Zangwill Memorial. 
| ANGLO-JEWRY, since the return of our people to this country 
mm the days of the Commonwealth, has produced few men whom 


even their most implicit admirers would not. hesitate to class by 
’ the denomination of Genius. 


But on the contrary no-one doubts 
the true genius of IsRAEL ZANGWILL. He was a great Jew and his 


_ influence was world-wide. Nor was it-by any means altogether 


spent with his death. His writings live, and they continue to tell 
the sublime message of his life. He interpreted Jewry and Judaism 
to the world, Thousands upon thousands, perhaps millions, 
learnt first from him something of the truth concerning the lives 
of our people, the beauties of their religious faith, their real 


- Weltanshauuny. For that he earned the’ eternal gratitude of 


his fellow-Jews, and if seems to us strange that those of 
them amid whem he first saw the light, passed his streiunous 
life, and died, should not before now have determined to raise 
some permanent memorial to his memory. We hope the omis- 
sion will soon be. repaired, and by way of helping “in that. con- 
summation, we would suggest that the Memorial should be of a 
unique character befitting one who was eminently unique. We 
think that the community should present to the proper authority 
a statue of the master limner of the Ghetto, to be raised in, or 
wdijacent to that-quarter of the town hein so brilliant a manner 
revealed to 60 many. Happily we Jews pessess a seulptor who 
could do justice to such a monument. If JAcok EPsTreIn under- 
took the project, it would be the work of a genius, te the honour 
of a genius. We venture to commend this proposal to the 
consideration of the public. It should, we feel, be. received 
favourably by the Jewish Historical Society, whose President 
ZANGWILL was when he passed away. It should commend itself to 
-every Jewish Literary and .every learned society, and should. gatn 
the support of everyone who.-cares for the upraising of the Jewish 
name and the uplifting of our social status. It is, we believe, a 
distinction we propose that is due, not alone to the recollection ot 
ZANGWILL, but as a mark to our own self-respect as Jews. 


The Work of the Board. 


Mr. ARTHUR ST:EBEL was able to give a gratifying account of 
the work of the Jewish Board of Guardians in his Annual Pres:- 
dential Address on Sunday last. He showed how the Board's 
labours, althongh in consequence of the great decrease in the 
volume of alien immigration into this country, they had necessarily 
changed when compared to former years, were still onerous and 
highly responsible. As a matter of fact the service could not be 
accomplished with anything like the efficiency it is were if not for 
‘the band of voluntary workers who, man—and “woman ’—the Board 
bringing to their self-imposed duty, matchless devotion and 
constant energy, and were they not assisted by a staff. of 
much devotion and ability. Not the least gratifying reference 
in the President's address was that to the out of town extcn- 
sion, contemplated in connection with the Jewish Hospital. I[t is 
doubtless confusing to call such an institution a Convalescent 
Home—a term almost invariably applied. to something quite 
different in many respects from a home in which the Hospital will 
be able to speed up and complete. the eure of its patients, while 
they will still remain under the direct attention of the Hospital 
‘medical staff. MY. STIEBEL we note gave every encouregement to 


that idea recognising, we are sure, that when established it will be 


in no sense in rivalry to the Convalescent Homes administered by 
the Board. We hope the President's appéal for more workers will 
be heeded by our young men and women. The service those’ do 
who recruit with the Board never fails to bring that happiness that 
results from good work for the sake of others. Its quality is merey, 
and it is truly a double blessing—a reward ‘to the one who gives 
equally as to the one that receives it. 


‘The Shelter. 

Ir is with no little concern that we learn that the appeal for 
this excellent Institution, which asks for £20,000 to enable it to 
carry on its work, is not going well. Considerable leeway will have 
to be made up at almost’ the last moment if the amount is: to be 
forthcoming by Tuesday next, when the Festival Dinner—at which 


the HoME SECRETARY will be present—is to be held. The labour 
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performed by the Shelter is as beneficent, as charitable, and of such 
real service to not alone the whole community, but to the Govern- 
ment as well, which it assists in many ways in administering the 
regulations concerning aliens entering the country, that it is a 
matter for surprise that the appeal has not been more readily and 
more generously responded to. Before the Shelter was founded 
by the late HerMAnn LANDAU, and transmigrants 
arriving on these shores were met by missionaries who clustered 
round the incoming boats and did their best or worst to exploit the 
poverty and misery of the poor wanderers in the interests of some 
Nor were they the only danger.

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


Second Decade Jewry. 


By Mentor. 


HEN Jewish history of these times comes to be written, 
it occurs to me that the second decade of the Twentieth 
Century through which we are now passing, will be 
regarded as more epochal than any other since the 

debicle of the Jewish Nation. The tap-root of the events and 

happenings that thus make this period so remarkable, is to be sure 
to be found in the war. In the upheaval caused by that world- 
stirring disaster, it was impossible that any people should be 


unaffected. But [ doubt whether any have been so greatly influenced 
as have the Jews—even those who were belligerents in the terrible 
rombat. I doubt, too, whether it is generally recognised how the 
spawn of the dreadful struggle has bad its specitic effects upon 
Jews and still less how it has literally revolutionised Jewry. 1 will 
venture no opinion about the ultimate results for us, whether they 
will prove in the end good or bad. Prophecy is a bad business. and 
particularly so, it seems to me, in the case of the peopie from whom 
‘he prophets sprang. Anything may occur with Jews, judging from 
‘heir past history. is impossible, I think, to plumb their 
potentialities or to measure, with any hope of accuracy, their 
apacities.. It would be as safe to dogmatise on unstable water or 
(> bank on the shifting sand! 

Before the Wav there were two great agrregations: of Jews— 
those in Russia and those in the Unitel States. Together thev 
onstituted some three-fourths of the Jewis') race. Between them 
there existed a kind of counterpoise whereby Russian Jewry, and 

sidentally Eastern Jewry in general, repaired by migration the 
avages of Assimilation in American Jewry and, for that matter, of 

| Western Communities. The persecution of Tsarist Russia with 
the Pale of Settlement tended to preserve Judaism among our 
people, if onlv by meaus of the segregation to which they were 
onipelled. The vast -majority of Jews from Russia trod the 
old paths in their new. homes. With the, Russian Revolution all 
bat was altered, The Pale of Settlement became a name, and the 
barrier behind which Jews were repressed was broken down. The 
effect was immediate and astonishing. The pendulum swung round 
andthe Russian Jews flung away the Jewish religion and indeed 
all religious faith, as if .t had been an element in their centuries- 
old degradation. Inthe mal hilarity induced by the tirst taste of 
freedom, albeit far more theoretical than actual, they lost all sense 
of proportion aud plunged wildly into the disintegrating waters of 
crude communism. A few, in comparison, remained faithful: the 
bulk became active enemies of Judaism in its religious bearing, 
and took upon themselves the task of utterly destroying it, 


The vise of active Communism in Russia, even more certainly 
than the deplorable economic conditions in Eastern Europe as a 
Whole, doubtless decided the American Government in practically 
closing their country to the Russian and East European immigrants,

Me. ISAAC LEWIS. 

The death has occurred at Cape Town, at the age of seventy-eight, of 
Mr. Isaac Lewis, the South African millionaire, head of the well-known firm 
of Lewis & Marks. The deceased was a native of Neustadt, Kovno, and went 
out to S. Africa in 1870. being then twenty-one years of age. In partnership 
with the late Senator Samuel Marks, Mr. Lewis acquired large tracts of land 
in the supposed mineralised areas of the ‘Transvaal, and these holdings 
increased enormously in value. The firm established itself-in the good graces 
of President Kruger, and at one time Mr. Lewis held the controlling interest 
in the famous Sheba mine, the richest gold-producing area in the Barberton 
district of the Transvaal. Before the South African war, President Kruger 
had been in the habi! of distributing various monopolies among his friends ; 
and Lewis & Marks succeeded in obtaining from him the most valuable of 
these—the notorious distillery concession. ‘The firm formed the company 
of Hatherley Distilleries, Ltd., which made—principally from mealies—- 
whiskey, which, though it was regarded as unfit for consumption by Europeans, 
was sold illicitly and in enormous quantities to natives working in the mines. 
The sale of this “ whiskey * was considered to be largely responsible for the 
hideous debauchery characteristic of the Rand compounds before the South 
African war. Ata later date the Imperial Government set up a commission 
to inquire into monopolies, and the distillery concession was condemned and 
cancelled. A beneficent enterprise with which the deceased was connected 
was the great iron and stecl works at Vereeniging, on the Vaal River, which 
was, with the exception of certain mining concerns, the greatest industrial 
enterprise ever attempted in South Africa. Mr. Lewis was also a director 
of the Johannesburg Consolidated Investment Co., the Swaziland Corporation, 
the South African Breweries, Lid., and the Victoria Falls & Power Company. 
He was also associated with the Barnato interests from his early days in 
Kimberley. Mrs. Lewis predeceased her husband in 1919 and was buried 
at Willesden Cemetery, where Mr, Lewis is also to be interred. 

Mr. P. A. BENAS (Liverpool). 

The death occurred on Monday afternoon, in his seventy-fourth year, 
of Mr. Phineas Arthur Benas, the last surviving son of the late Louis and 
Kose Benas, and the youngest brother of the late Baron Louis Benas. For 
some years he had retired from business, having been for long the sole 
surviving partner in the old-established banking firm of L. Benas & Son. 
As a member of one-of the leading local Jewish families he took an active 
par) in the work of the Jewish community, having served as Treasurer of 
the Liverpool Old Hebrew Congregation, and as.a member of the committees 
of several Jewish organisations, and being also a member of the Council of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association. He was one of the founders of the Jewish 
Centre, in Princes Road, established in memory of his brother, Baron Benas, 
and devoted much time and care to its administration. He was for forty-five 
years a member ofthe Literary and Philosophical Society, im which his late 
brother Mr. B. L. Benas,.J.P., and his nephew,’ Mr. Bertram B. Benas, held 
Presidential office. For over fifty years he was a.member of the Philomathic 
Society of Liverpool, and he was elected to the hon. membership of that 
Society on the completion of his fiftieth year of membership. For some 
time, as with other members of his family, he interested himself in the work 
of the Jewish Board of Guardians, and was the first to suggest the official 
association of the Friendly Societies-~with the Board. As a Jewish Nationalist 
he interested himself in the work of the ITO while maintaining a continued 
support of the Zionist Movement, and was for a period President of the ITO 
branch. 

He held strong views in favour of Jewish tradition and never failed to 
express his views with force and frankness ; at the same time he had a great 
faith in the essential unity of Jewry and never believed that mere uniformity 

was necessary for its preservation. He was a personal link in the local 
Jewish Literary Society movement, having been a member of the local 
Organisation in its mid- Victorian period, and when it was constituted afresh in 
1906, he actively identified himself. with its work. An’ardent Freemason, he 
was W.M. of his mother lodge, the. Prince’s Lodge, No. 2316, and held pro- | 
vincial rank as Past Prov..(irand Registrar of West. Lancashire. Very 
popular among his friends his cheery personality will be greatly missed. 
A notable member of his family who survives him is his nephew, Mr. 
Bertram B. Benas, a member of the Liverpool Chancery Bar, and a well- 
known communal worker. 


SENATOR LUIGL LUZZATTI (Rome). 

We regret to record the death, at Rome, at the age of eighty-six years, of 
Senator Luigi Luzzatti, the great economist and financial expert, and a former 
Prime Minister of Italy. 

Luigi Luzzatti was born at Venice on March 1, 1844, of a well-known 
Venetian Jewish family. He studied law, and at the age of twenty-two 
Rape a8 a jurist/from the University of Padua. Only a few months 

ter he published his great work on ‘ The Dissemination of Credit and 
People’s Banks,” a work of such maturity and brilliance: that when he had 
attcined to the dignity of Prime Minister, Luzzatti stated that his policy was 
based on the theories he had himself cnunciated in his youth. His views, 
however, were not popular with the Austrian authorities, who threatened 
him with imprisonment, and he fled’ to Milan, where he was instrumental in 
establishing people’s banks and co-operative stores, 

Such was the brilliance of the deceased that at the age of twenty-five 
he was made full professor of National Law at the University of Padua, 
becoming Professor of Economies a year afterwards. Three years later he — 
allowed himself to-be persuaded to take up a political career, and, et an age 
when he was still too young for election to Parliament as a Deputy, was 
appointed Under-Secretary of State for the Departmesit of Agriculture. 
Shortly afterwards, Luzzatti was elected to the Italian Chamber as Deputy 
for subsequently for Padua. 

_*he deceased had e remarkably brilliant parliamentary career, acting as 
Pore of the Treasury four times, as Minister of Agriculture, hahistenacd 

mmerce, and finally (in 1910) as Prime Minister and Minister of the Enterior.

An ardent Libcral and progressive, Luzzatti had always at heart tho 
interests of the working classes, and he was the first statesman in Europe t. 
introduce into the Cabineta department devoted to the welfare of the worker: 
When King Victor Emmanuel [UL established the Order of Labour in 1901, th: 
deceased was one of the first to be so bonoured, as a mark of recognition of 
his labours for the working classes. He represented the Italian Governmen! 
on the Committee of the International Association for the Legal Protection 
of Workers in 1902. 

Lazzatti became Minister of Agriculture in the Sonnino Cabinet in 190 
and a year later himself formed a Cabinet. He thus became the only Jew. 
with the exception of Disraeli, who had formally left the Faith, to hold th: 
rank of Prime Minister of any great European Power. In this connection j 
is interesting to note the reply he made to an Italian paper, which had referre«| 
to him as “the Jew Luigi Luzzatti.”’ The great statesman declared that, 
although he had long ago freed himself from dogmatic religion, he invaria|,|, 
turned back to the Jews whenever he was taunted with being one of them, in 
contradiction to those Jews who sneaked away like cowards whenever th, 
were described as Jews. He also ptblished a severe indictment of the ant: 
Jewish legislation in Roumania, and conducted a Press campaign for tlic 
emancipation of the Russian Jews. 

The deceased was a member of the Italian Chamber of Deputies con. 
tinuously from 1870 to 1921, when be joined the Upper Chamber, being tlic 
twentieth Jewish Senator in Italy. On entering the Senate on the occasion ~ 
of his eighticth birthday, in that year, he was accorded a remarkable ovat ion. 
He was a member of the Paris Academy of Science (in succession to the | te, 


. Mr. Gladstone), was awarded the Grand Prix for Social Economy at the st 


Louis Exhibition in 1904, and received the bon. degree of Doctor from the 
Faculty of Law of the Edinburgh University in E910.. In 1919 he was the 
Italian delegate to the Peace Conference. Lazzatti was a prolific writer on 
social and economic questions, and wrote much in favour of an internat iona! 
financial conference on the lines of the Hague Peace Congress. In addivion to 
the Legion of Honour he wore the Grand Crosses of St. Maurice and St, 
Lazarus,

KEW ORGANISATION FORMED,

A meeting was held on Sunday last at the Ben Zakkai Rooms, 
Highbury, convened by the Adath isroc! Burial Society for the 
purpose of considering the proposed formation of a Union of Orthodox 
OGongregations. Mr. I. Kestenbaum, Chairman of the Society, presided, 
and there were present delegates of the various Synagogues and societies 
affiliated to the Ada‘) Burial Socicty, 

Rabbi Dr. Schénfeld said that the Burial Society had been founded 
that it might become areal [c(h Chayim for London Jewry, a source of 
new life for traditional Judaismin in this country. They were now 
proceeding to the next step, th formation of a union of synagogues 
which should place their work on a broader basis. There were now, 
attached to the society, synagogues and institutions with a membership 
of over 500; this might not be large for the great Jewish community 
of London, but it justified them in hoping that their work would 
be extended, and that their numbers would increase as soon as London's 
orthodox Jews appreciated the vital necessity for an independent 
Union of orthodox congregations. There continually arose problems 
which confronted . orthodox Judaism: who could solve’ those 
problems if not such a Union of Synagogues’ Orthodox Jewry 
was not adequately represented on the great Jewish institutions of 
London, on the Deputies, the Hospitals, the Board of Guardians. How 
could they expect people who, however well-meaning, yet were not 
orthodox Jews, to understand their wishes’ That was not the first time 
that an attempt had been made to organise orthodoxy in this country. 
Why had the other attempts failed’ Inthe clden days Jewish life had been 
built up around the Jewish Achi/loth, which were the centre of every sphere 
of Jewish life, and maintained their people throughont the dispersion. 
Attempts had been’ made to substitute societics for Kehi//loth, and for 
that reason previous endeavours in that direction had been unsuccessful. 
They were now reverting to the old conception: to organise by orthodoxy 
through its Kehilioth. Problems confronted them on every side, but for 
the immediate future they had at least three to deal with: Chincuh, the 
education of the Jewish child; Zaharcth Hamishpacha, the purity of 
Jewish family life ; and Kashruth, for the Jewish household. In all three 
directions London was in a most unsatisfactory position, and it would be 
among the first duties of the Union to grapple with these problems. 

After some discussion on Dr. Schonfeld’s address, and the programme 
of activities, the following resolution Was moved by Mr, IH. A. Goodman 
(Adath Yisroel), and seconded by Mr. J. 8. Stern (Beth Jacob Synagogue) : 


'“That this meeting of representatives of synagogues and institutions 


affiliated to the Adarh Yisroe! Burial Society welcomes the formation of 
the Union of Orthodox Congregations, to which it pledges its ardent 
support.” 

The constitution of the Union was then discussed, the adoption of 
which was moved by Mr. Hugo M. Lunzer (4dath Yisroe/), and supported 
by Mr. Ch. Blasenstein (Ka/ial Chassidim). The constitution states that 
“the object of the Union is to further in every respect the interests of 
traditional Judaism in Great Britain. It shall establish such institu. 
tions as will further this object, namely, educational institutions, Mi/voth 
and Kashruth bodies. All the institutions of the Union shall be carried 
On in strict accordance with the teachings of traditional Judaism as laid 
down in the Shulchan Aruch and its commentaries.” The constitution 
was unanimously adopted. 

The election of honorary officers, and sub-committees to report on 
the programme of activities was deferred until the following mecting, 


Choir Boys’ Strike. 
DISSATISFACTION AT THE GREAT SYNAGOGUE. 


The choir boys of the Great Synagogue went on strike on 
Sabbath morning last. They quietly left the Synagogue early in 
the morning service as a protest against the resignation of Mr. 
Louis Shifreen, who during his two years as Choirmaster bas become 
extremely popular among his choristers. | 

On the previous evening the choir boys had been instructed to attend 
a special practice during this week, when they were to meet the newly 
appointed Choirmaster, Mr. David Levine. The boys on receiving these 
instructions showed, in no uncertain manner, their disapproval of Mr. 
Shifreen's resignation. It has been stated thut none of the members of 
choir who went on strike will be re-engaged. 


Mr. I. Dainow, Secretary, pro. tem of the Great Synagogue, has issued 
the following statement: The reports in the non-Jewish Press rc the strike 
ofthe choir boys have been greatly exaggerated and are untrue in many 
particulars. There was no pandemonium or disturbance on Saturday 
morning. A number of boys individually went up to the choir gallery 
very early in the morning for their tallisim, and each boy went away 
quietly from the synagogue. The service was in no way disturbed. The 
Rev. A. Katz rose to the occasion, and the whole of the congregation 
joined in the singing parts, which were sung with great earnestness,

Quo Vadis ? 


BY THB Rev. S&S. M. LEHRMAN, B.A. 


“ And thou shalt command the children of Israel, that they bring unto 
thee pure olive oil beaten for the light, to cause the lamp to burn con- 


 tinually.” (Exodus xxvii., 20). 


What a wealth of spiritual ideas is treasured up in this verse! . It isa 
veritable mint of inspiration, from which may be struck coins that always 
pass currency. How especially appropriate is their message to us, who have 
read and heard of late views of the leading protagonists of the Reform 
Movement in this country! What should our answer be to these smooth. 
tongued misinterpreters of our inspiring faith and its fragrant memories 
and sweet observances? Our text supplies the only answer. A more 
intense Jowish feeling is essential; a deeper spirit of self-sacriiice is 
indispensable The flame of Judaism—the light of the world—must 
always be kept burning brightly. Nothing, even if it be graced with the 
enlightened name of “ Liberal” or “ Reform,” must be allowed to dim 
this light or quench its ardency. It must glow ever like a beacon 
light, a guide and a help amid the storms and the perils of the world. By 
its light every Jew is expected to live so as to arrest the attention of the 
world of men and make them ask whence comes the power to inspire him 


With such remarkable motives and make him the agent of such remark. 
able effects. 


“And thou shalt command the children of Israel, that they bring 
unto thee pure olive oil beaten for the light, to cause the lamp to burn 
continually.” You will notice from this verse that God desires that the 
light obtained from the lamps in His sanctuary, must be pure—" of pure 
olive oil.” 16 must also be “ beaten for the light’; and finally, it must be 
“a perpetual light.” The observance of these three injunctions forms 
the raison d'étre of our own catholic and conservative Judaism. Wedo 
not aduiterate the spirit of onr faith with alien ideas and borrowed 
ritual. Our traditional observances have purified our homes, have kept 
Judaism throughout the wons of time a religion pure, fragrant, swect. 
Mur ancestors died so that Judaism may live. Their spirit became 
embalmed in tho eternal spirit of our religion. Their devotion, 
their zeal, their martyrdom made Judaism “ beaten for the light.” What 
privation did they not entail in order to keep the fires of our faith for 
ever burning on our domestic hearths and in our hearts’ Aye, our 
forbears were “ beaten for the light”! They did not complain of long, 
monotonous services in an unknown tongue; they did not ape the 
procedure in the churches; they did not seek to find a kinship with the 
dominant faith. Their chief concern was to make Judaism continue to 
be an everlasting light. They saw Judaism steadily and saw it whole. 
They tended it zealously, fanned its flames with the breath of their 
fervour, and fed its fires with the warmth of their rigid adherence. 
lence it is that we are still alive, the envy and the admiration of all 
thinking humanity. 


Of course, one will readily admit that we live now in different times . 


and under different conditions from those in which our forbearsiived. But 
this does not necessarily mean—as the leaders or, rather, mis-leaders of 
(he anti-nomistic sects of Judaism wish to imply-—that our customs and 
“ymbols are no longer in accordance with the times. Religion caters for 
the heart and the soul of man, and these are always thesame. Antiquity 
in a religion is not a sign that it is obsolete. <A thing lives as long as it 
continues to function. ° Who can gainsay the fact that our prayers, our 
Sabbaths and Fostivals, our A/itzvoth, are still the solace and the comfort 
of all who conscientiously cling tothem’ To be an orthodox Jew does 
not mean to be an unthinking fanatic and an uncritical reactionary. 

Saadia, Maimonides, Jehuda Halevi, Ibn Ezra and Ibn Gabirol were 
orthodox Jews. Were they unthinking, uncritical men? The truth is 
that the conservative Jew is more critical, more considerate, more liberal 
than the so-called “ Liberal” Jew. He does not practise a blind belief in 
everything. He reasons, he thinks, he sorts out for himself. The pro. 
“iressive orthodox Jew does not revard the Polish fur cap as a law given 
orally to Moses on Sinai and handed down by the sages. He knows where to 
stop. He re-reads the Bible and re-vaiues its standards. He does not 
try to mend the situation by widening the breach and by cutting himself 
adrift from his hallowed past. 


The inconsistencies and absurd fallacies of our reformers are pathetic, 
not to say ridiculous, Take this as an example: They assert that 
Judaism is a continued revelation and was not stereotyped at Mount Sinai. 
We agree. Then, my reformed, or deformed friends, why stop at the

CCCLXXXVI.—Prophets and Prophecy. 
My DEAR CousIN, 
One of the most interesting problems in the history of the human 
spirit is man’s search for God and the conception of God's intercourse 
with man. . The story of priestly machinations to make idols and images 


show signs of life may be traced to very early ages, and is indeed touching. - 


In England these practices to delude simple folk continued right into the 
sixteenth century. Anyone, for example, W ho has taken the trouble to 
read the report of King Henry VIII.’s visitors to the monasteries, either 
in the words of the inspectors themselves, or in the pages of Froude, will 
be amused and saddened as he learns of the devices resorted to by priests 
and monks to make figures of wood or stone shed tears, sweat blood or 
shake their heads. Men and women were prepared to give away their 
inaterial possessions if only they might have the satisfaction of receiving 
a response from something which they considered divine. 

In its highest form the divine spirit as expressed through the human 
voice was called prophecy, and even in olden days the prophet was 
regarded by some as a sort of demagogue, and by others as a moral 
teacher. Down to this very day the term prophet still embodies the 
second conception. There were others again who regarded the prophet 
as a tribune of the people, whose purpose it was to safeguard the popular 
rights against the encroachments of monarchs and rulers. It is remarkable 
that the highest type of prophet came into existence in ancient Israel. 
One cannot help asking why. Was it a case of peculiar heredity joined to 
a special environment? Was it, in other words, the Jewish racial 
characteristics which, planted in ancient Palestine, were able to produce 
this sort of personality? It could not have been the racial characteristics 
alone, for in the common era Jews have not produced prophets (in the 
narrower meaning of the word). Nor could it have been the environment 
alone, for non-Jewish prophets never appeared in Palestine. 

The oldest name for the prophet in Hebrew (MT) was seer, or one 
who has a vision, or one who speaks (N33). The prophet was said to be 
filled with the “Spirit of God,” but nowhere do we find a precise description 
or explanation of what was meant by the phrase. Some there were who 
regarded the prophet, and regard him still, as a man of mature judgment, 
ripe experience and great wisdom ; they look upon his prophecy not as 
being supernatural, but as the result of certain gifts. Butthere are others 
who hold that a prophet need have no special gifts, that he may even be 
an ignorant man: but that when the supernatural powers seize upon him, 
he is brought into an ecstatic state and speaks God's message within him. 
In olden times the general belief was that God put His words into the 


. mouth of the prophet; that God's spirit came over the prophet or filled 


> 


him ; and that when he was in this state he could not help prophesying. 
As Amos described it: “The lion roars, who is not afraid; the Lord 
speaketh, who shall not prophesy?” 

A consideration of Biblical literature would support the view that 
divine revelation to prophets was of three kinds. ft was either a vision, 
as of Moses and the burning bush, Isaiah seeing the heavenly creatures. 
or Jeremiah gazing on the almond tree; or it Was a dream, as in the case 
of Bileam or Samuel; or, lastly, if was an actual apparition of God. The 
last form was regarded as the highest revelation; only a Moses was 
worthy of it, and even he not completely. But however the prophetic 
gift may be regarded, it should be observed that prophets were not holders 


of an hereditary office, nor were they inaugurated into their positions... 


They were free agents who spoke when they were moved to speak, who 
had no consideration for men or movements, and who were, therefore, 
not always popular. Keformers of abuses are hardly ever popular, 
whether in previous ages or in our own. To the sympathetic 
understanding there is something appealing and grand in the picture of a 
teacher of righteousness lifting up his voice on high without any other 
sanction than that of morality. I have often thought it is a thousand 
pities that the plastic arts did not give greater consideration to the 
Hebrew prophets than they do. Certainly one has occasionally seen a 
painting of Jeremiah, with his hands uplifted, preaching a nation’s doom. 
He is a sorrowful figure, the embodiment of tragedy, a picture of despair. 
Those who visited the recent exhibition of Flemish art will perhaps recall 
the fairly large number of New Testament themes, but hardly a single 
picture of a Hebrew prophet. Perhaps in the Palestine of the future 
Jewish painters may make good the omission. 

There is a saying in the Talmud that no two prophets prophesied in 
the same way (INN 7703 O PN); nor, it may be 
added, were prophecies of different periods of the same quality. The 
earliest prophets whose activities are recorded in the Bible belonged to a 
rade age (say, the ninth century before the common era), when men were 
uncouth and prophets’ messages had to be uncouth likewise. One recalls 
the prophetic activities of an Elijah or an Elisha. The second period 
(say, roughly, the seventh century) was the classical age, when the 
prophetic messages were finished literary productions of the calibre of 
the orations of an Isaiah, an Amos, or an. Hosea—certainly among the

Other qualities which in their 
opinion are favourable to the reception of the divine spirit were the fear 
of God and a general cheerfulness, 

Certain social groups in aticient Israel in the time of the second 
Temple actually claimed that prophecy was not extinct, and that God 
inspired men as in the days of old. ‘The strangest claimant of these gifts 
was the historian Josephus, who declares that he had dreams in which 
“God had signified to him beforehand both the future calamities of the 
Jews and the event that concerned the Roman Emperors.” Josephua 
further reports that certain Pharisees in the time of Herod were “ believed 
to have the foieknowledge of things to come by Divine inspiration.” 
Indeed, there was a Prince in Isracl in those days, John Hyrkanus |, 
about whom Josephus relates that God conversed intimately with hin. 
Of Hyrkanus Josephus writes that he had “three of the most desirable 
things in the world: the government of his nation, the High Priesthood, 
and the gift of prophecy.” 

In the Talmud theré is found a novel conception of the expression of 
the Divine Will in what was called “The Daughter of the Voice,” or the 
“ Voice of the Voice,” that is, a secand voice, or an echo of the voice—the 
voice always, of course, being the Voice of God. It was believed in those 
times that when prophecy ceased the np M3 took its place. Sometimes 
stories which were heard accidentally, or perbaps Biblical citations, wer: 
taken to be the message of a D1) NS, and as expressions of God's will, 
This is reminiscent of the medieval practice of Biblical divination. You 
took the Bible and opened it at random, and the passage that caught you:

But it has nothing in common with the Jewish outlook on life. 
Yet, on the other hand, the conception of the prophet as a man of 
foresight—the nobler conception of the two—is still current among thc 
thoughtful. Can it be believed that prophecy has really ceased? Has 
the divine spirit-no further message for mankind’ If it is trne that it is 
a fundamental need of human nature to reach out towards the divine, 
may it not be equally true that the divine responds and reaches down, a- 
it were, to human nature? On this basis all men of genius dre prophets.

The eminent civic achievoments of Anglo-Jewry, important as they 
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have been in the record of Jewish History, and not least in so far as they 
have aided in the general advancement of both political and national 
emancipation, have, it must be admitted, been offset and counterbalanced 
by a comparatively insignificant contribution to Hebrew literature. It is 
by its contributions to the Jewish Republic of Letters by way of Hebrew 
literature that a country gains its fame as a ANN OIpm. Of recent years 
with the settlement in our midst of learned Talmudical scholars, trained 
in the great traditions of Rabbinical learning which obtain abroad, 
the Anglo-Jewish community has begun to bask in the sunshine of 
appreciation by scholarly world Jewry, since from its midst there have 
gradually appeared works which can take their place among the first 
rank of Jewish scholarship—books of the highest academic standard, 
not merely books of elementary pedagogics. A pre-eminent instance of 
such a contribution is to be found in the magnum opus of Rabbi 1. ll. 
Daiches of Leeds, on the Jerusalem Talmud. To Rabbi Daiches, ina 
very considerable degree, is due the increased attention which is being 
directed towards the Jerusalem Talmud, and to his edition of the two 
tractates ‘Baba Bathra” and “ Baba Metzia,” he has brought to bear 
an immense wealth of learning, from the stores of which he has 
generously drawn for the benefit and to the inestimable advantage of 
the present and future generation of students. But the learned 
Rabbi has given to this work something more—he has given to it 
something of his own personality; he has made of it not 
only a - great piece of Hebrew learning, but a fine piece of 
Hebrew literature. Even to those not sufficiently equipped to derive 
all the Talniudical profit which it can bestow, the dipping into the work 
has its own joy, and there is a certain music in the charm of style of the 
Hebrew which rings Jewishly in the ear. There is the AMA M™ which 
flavours the whole and makes even the tasting of a passage here and 
there an wsthetic joy to minds and hearts attuned to Jewishness. 

To the volume containing the tractate “‘ Baba Bathra,” Rabbi Daiches’ 
s0n, Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches,. contributes an Excursus on Comparative 
Law dealing with the relationship of the Roman to the Jewish Law. [41s 
fully documented with references to the texts of the Roman Law itse'f 
and to authoritative text-books by eminent Civilians. As far as the 
present writer is aware, it is the first time that a Rabbinical work has 
contained a citation of a Chancery or, for that matter, any case from the 
English Law Reports. The Execursus, it is understood, will be availabie 
presently in an English version, and Dr. Samuel. Daiches’ brethren 
of the Bar of Lincoln's Inn and the Northern Circuit will be 
able the better to visualise the distinguished contribution to Juris- 
prudence made by their learned fellow-member. Itis to be hoped that 
these magnificent volumes of monumental Jewish scholarship will be 
widely circulated. In times gone by, no Jewish household that had any 
pretensions to a library would regard itself as complete without sor 
specimens of Rabbinical learning. More recently, that admirable custom 
has shown signs of revival in this country, and it is to be trusted that 


these volumes will take their due place in such a collection. Certainly 


they are tangible symbols of that renaissance which is raising Anglo- 
Jewry in the estimation of the community as a whole. M. T.

SOME THEATRICAL REMINISCENCES. 

Mr. H. Chance Newton, who, under the pen-name of “Carados,” has 
been for many years the popular and highly esteemed dramatic criti¢ of 
the REFEREE, has just published an interesting volume of theatrical 
reminiscences before and behind the curtain (CUES AND CURTAIN CALIs: 
The Bodley Head, 12s. 6d.). Mr. Newton has a knowledge of the Jewish 
people second only to his perhaps unrivalled acquaintance with stage 
folk, and as might have been expected his book deals to a very consider. 
able extent with Jewish lights of thedrama. There is, indeed, one entire 
section of it devoted to our people, under the not very bappily chosen 
title of “ Kosher Comedians and Froom Friends.” 

Carados in his early days, like that other REYERE¥ philo-Semite, 
George It. Sims, was a frequent visitor to “the Lane,” particularly on 
Chamets Datel night, and he was there acquainted with a host of Jewish 
worthies, including “ Uncle Manny “ Barnett, Sir Joseph Lyons, the Joels, 
the Barnatos, and Isaac Cohen, Sir Joseph Lyons’s father-in-law. Many 
of his East'‘End memories are connected with the Pavilion Theatre, 
of which Isaac Cohen was stage manager, and where the now 
world-famous actress Ada Reeve (born Isaacs) made her début. Sir 
Joseph Lyons himself was in those days an aspirant for stage honours, 
both as actor and as dramatist. The present manager of the Pavilion, 
Mr. Fred Brown, has held his position ever since the period when Isaac 
Cohen was stage manager. 

lL.ven toa Jew, and one not altogether unacquainted with theatrical 
affairs, “‘ Carados’s” list of Jewish actors and actresses is of surprising 
proportions. Most people know that Julia Neilson is, and that Lewis 
Waller was, Jewish or of Jewish origin, but one was not prepared to learn 
the same of the great Mrs. Kendal, whose inaternal grandfather was a 
Rabbi, or the really startling rumour (for which, by the way, the author 
does not vouch) that Sir Arthur Sullivan was descended from our people, 
the family name having originally been Solomon!

Durimg the production of Zangwill’s “The War God,’ the author, never 
an easy man to get on with, was driven to frenzy by Tree's failure to 
memorise the long speeches allotted to him.

NEW SYNAGOGUE FOR NORTH LONDON, 


The annual meeting was held last Sunday in ‘the Montefio-c 
Hall of the Synagogue, 28, St. John’s Wood Road. 

Mr. CLAUDE G. Monvreriorr, the President, who presided, said’ he 
was sorry Dr. Mattuck was unable to be present in consequence of a slight 
attack of influenza. He read a message from Dr. Mattuck, amiexpressed 
the hope for his speedy recovery. In moving the adoption of the report, 
he said that they would notice that the agenda was not.of a very 
exciting order, and perhaps that fact explained the comparatively small 
number of persons present. They had to have those meetings by

Mr. Paddison said that everyone who was interested in the humane 
treatment of animals would be grateful to Mr. Weinberg for having con. 
. structed such a machine. It was a pain-saving device, and they could not 


faii to be im al its Oo eration, when it Was Com mared with the 

| ordinary methods ofcasting. By most methods an animal was subjected to 
pain and fright, which continued for periods varying from a minute and a 


half to five minutes. They saw that day that the animal looked quite 
unconcerned in any way and in twenty seconds it was killed. . It was 
simply marvellous when they compared it with other methods of 


slaughter. lie felt sure that the device would commend itself to the 
Jewish community as a humane means of slaughter. There was nothing 
contrary to the Jewish law in the killing of animals by Mr, Weinberg’ « 
machine, Jews were constantly saying that they wished to abolish all 
forms of cruelty. He had every confidence that the Jewish community 
would act up to their professions in this matter. 


Mr. Hobday said that one great advantade of the machine was that it 


caused the bullock to lose its equilibrium so that the animal became

Sik, Anima! sacrifices Serve ! our ancestors in several commendable 
ways. Sacrifice as prescribed for the individual kept the religious Jew 
careful of his actions: it corrected him and bade him recompense his 
neighbour for any wrong he had done him: it put him right with God and 
man, The communal sacrifices united the people into one brotherhood. | The 
‘piritual effect of the sacrifices was, by all accounts, exalting. Frequently 
that effect was of short duration. and haughtiness and gross materialism 
toon setin: the Prophets would then raise their voice?, reproving the people, 
pointing out the inconsistenev : Sacrifices and Transyression. But never a 
word do we find uttered by a Prophet against the institution of sacritices, 
Our sages following the Prophets found the practice of sacritices worthy of 
prayers for the restoration of them, which pravers have been handed down 
to us in the prayer book, 

Yet there were, during the centuries of dispersion, distinguished orthodox 
teachers in Israel who seemed to believe that the sacrifices were suited for 
these periods when they were practised, but will not be reinstituted again: 
and yet not a word, even from these great men, suggesting the elimination of 
the prayers for the restoration of the sacrifices from the praver book. We 
must infer, then, that they considered it wrong to do so. 

If we consider for a moment the importance’ of the unity of the 
congregation, we can see at once the wisdom of these great men, and the 
uselessness of an alternative praver hook in our lays, for the orthodox 
‘ew who does not believe in the sacrifices, the prayers rather signify the 
restoration of Israel's ancient glory: the returning of the Shechina to Zion, 
when Israel shall again establish exalted’ services to Cod, thouch not 
necessanly in the same manner as of yore, If Sonic orthodox Jew would 
rather not utter a prayer in which the letter is not exactly in accord with the 
epirit of his understanding, he can surely please himself, and vet be tolerant 
and allow his neighbour, or the official reader, to have, or vive, spiritual 
tatisfaction according to their light. 

There is yet the man “ who loathes and abominates animal sacrifices. 
(if such a man we have a right to ask if he has the same sentiments with 
regard to killing animals for the purpose of satisfying his appetite. It is 
only a vegetarian who mavy be considered consistent in such expressions, and 
it is he who would be entitled to ask for not only a vegétarian prayer book, 
but even a vegetarian svnagogue—a synagogue that would not contain in the 
Ark parchment scrolls of the law. That would give us yet another new sect, 

Could there be no improvement, then, in the orthodox synagogue ?

Goodman, Chairman of the North London Ladies’ Committee, said that 
the Committee had already collected over £500 by small donations.

ANNUAL MEETING. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


The annual meeting of the Board was held on Sunday, at the 
offices, 127, Middlesex Street. Mr. ARTHUR STIEBEL, the President, 
was in the chair. There were also present:

The CHAIRMAN said that there was one new name among the thirty- 
two just elected, and that was Mr. Ronald F. Rubinstein. He was 
pleased to see him that morning at the meeting, and he hoped that Mr. 
Rubinstein would receive support in connection with the concert he was 
organising on behalf of the Board next Sunday at Queen's Hall. It had 
occurred to him (Mr. Stiebel) that annual meetings held on Sunday did 
not attract a sufficient attendance. His own impression was that one 
year they should try a Monday evening at five o'clock. It was a matter 
that he would later put before the Board. He welcomed back Mr, 
Leonard L. Cohen to the scenes of his former glory, 


THE PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 


The PRESIDENT proceeded :to deliver his annual address on the work 
of the Board, in the course of which he said that the coming year was 
likely to be fruitful in Poor Law legislation, The present Poor Law is 
contained in a multitude of Statutes and Orders. Under these circum. 
stances it has been considered that the wisest course to take is to 
pass an Act for consolidating the existing poor law enactments before any 


attempt to change them is made, . The present session of Parliament will . 


no doubt see the passing of the consolidating Act, and by this time next 
year it is expected that the amending Act will be well on its way to 
become law. He had begun his speech with that subject so far as it 
related to London, because it was one that intimately concerned the 
Board. He did not think that.the interests of their clients, the Poor Jews 
of London, in this matter differed except in degree from those of the 
general poor of London. The powers of the Guardians were to be trans. 
ferred to London County Council. This was being done mainly to get unity 
of administration and to facilitate specialized, institutions by having a 
body which serves a large area. It has the disadvantage of putting an 
additional burden on an overburdened body. To meet this difficulty 
the Ministry of Health is to be empowered on the applic \- 
tion of the London County Council. to provide for an increase in 
the number of elected councillors, and for co-option. ‘Then there 
was the question as to who was to work the Poor Law. It necded 
people with the utmost sympathy, kindliness and shrewdness, a 
rare combination of qualities. and at all costs too much officialdom must 
be avoided, as also all politics and self-seeking. They must also avoid 
neighbours dealing out public monies to one another—personal likes and 
dishkes would be given too inuch opportunity. In his opinion a body like 
the London Connty Council, just because it coversa vast area, would have 
the best chance of avoiding what they had got to avoid. They could only 
hope and pray that they would get some portion of the positive 
characteristics so urgently needed. The L.C.C, had a large number of 
capable men and women, and liberal measures of co-option might also 
helpin this, Co-ordination was another subject of the proposals he was 
considering, ‘but he could not help regretting that it appeared not to 
include any co-ordination of public bodies with charities. Nor did the 
recent report on collecting charities take them any further here. The 
last point he Wwoug refer to was that relief to able-bodied persons was to 
be united and correlated with unemployment insurance. | He hoped that 
out-door relief would not be limited in the way that it was limited in 
London in pre-war days. He considered there should be outdoor reliet 
even to the able-bodied, »providing they were willing ‘and anxious and 
trying to vet work. 
General Relief. 
The past year had seen the start of the Widows’ Pensions Scheme. 
As far as they could see it was working very smoothly. It hadled toa 
very considerable saving of money to the Jewish Board of Guardians, 
as it had enabled them to cut down their allowances without inflicting 
hardship on the applicants, and that branch was one in which 
they needed help very badly, for even with the help of these 
pensions their fixed and temporary allowances were more in 1926 than 
they were three years previously. In spite of these*provisions they would 
find, as might be expected, a vast increase in poor law relief in the country 
as a whole. The chart shown in the TIMES of Deeember 29th showed a 
slight fall till May—then it rose from 315 for every 10,000 of the popula. 
tion to 630 in August. There had been some falling off since—but it was 
575 in November, which was.the latest date given, and also the lowest 
figure after April. On September 25th, London showed 217,615, in receipt 
of relief as against 204,978 in the previous year. In both years over three- 
fourths of those relieved received outdoor relief. 72,529, just one third 
of these clients of the Poor Law came from the Eastern District, Shore- 
ditch, Bethnal Green, Ste ;

cases, however, seemed to keep up their numbers this year. There were 
574 of them which was practically the same as last year and 1923, though 
substantially lower than 1924. The fallin the number of foreigners relieved 
was greater than in previous years, almost 200 fewer being relieved. Last 
vear and the vear before, each had shown a decrease of somewhcre 
about 100, When thev considered the trades of those relieved some of the 
decreases were very remarkable. Both the bootmaking and the tailoring 
trades showed considerable decreases. In the former trade the figures 
in the previous three years had been about stationary, in the tailoring 
trade there had been a steady decrease during that period. But the 
createst falling off had been in general dealers and shopkeepers and 
hawkers and costermongers. These businesses have been rising in the 
last few vears. One would have expected a rise in relief in almost all 
these trades. Perhaps tailoring might be accounted for by a change in 
the occupation of their people. - The other decreases must be accounted 
for either by poor law relief or by the fact that the new widows pensions 
filter through to those engaged in these occupations. It would be noted 
that there would be no unemployment benefit in the trades where the 
decreases are most marked. In the course of the year they had appointed 
a strong Committee, under the Chairmanship of dir Herbert Cohen, to 
consider their scale of relief. ‘They had come to the conclusion that it 
was substantially right, though they recommended one slight alteration 
in their practice. This recommendation, which was intended to make 
the scale more nearly accord with the Board of Trade’s figures for food, 
had since been adopted. The totalsum spent in relief was £33,538 Ls. 2d., 
which was rather less than in 1923, and considerably less than 1924 or 1925, 
The Board's Delicit. 

Their deficit showed a considerable fall, but that was entirely due to 
the £10,000 allocated to them by Mr. Alfred de Rothschild’s executors, 
He had been anxious to invest that gift, but it could not be done. Their 
subscription and Jahrzeit donations both showed a slight increase ~but 
their donations (although they again included a gift of £1,000 from Mr. 
Baron) showed a falling off. The money from Aid Societies was also 
down though they had: to thank Mr. Cash and his Aid Society for £700. 
They had last year two fresh gifts under Law 144, one from their old 
friend, Mr. Frank Morley and one from an anonymous donor. This year 
Mr. Ernest Morley had followed his brother's excellent example, and Mrs. 
John Sebag-Montefiore had joined her husband on the law 14A list. Once 
again -he had to congratulate Mr. George Jacob and Mr. Percy Phillips ou 
a rise in the number of those who gave to the Board. The number was 
now 4,484, rather a larger increase than last year, The receipts from 
Sunday Cinematograph performances had fallen by about £152. Thanks, 
however, to the kindness of the proprietors of the Poplar Pavilion they 
anticipated an extra £104 this year. He appealed to those engaged in 
the trade to help them, The annual report calls attention to the lack of 
donors of money for private disbursement among cases who have fallen 
on hard times after being in comparatively easy circumstances. Cases 
of this sert were not part of the Board's ordinary work nor would the 
recipients, however hard driven, be Willing to come before the rota in 
the usual way. But they were invariably cases which desperately 
required assistance. The mention of these facts had already led to two 
generous promises to provide money, and they could well do with more 
undertakings of this nature. 

Personal. 

Death had once again been busy in their ranks. It had removed Mr. 
Wolf Harris, Sir Stuart Samuel and Sir Adolph Tuck—all old and trusted 
friends. Among those who were not actual members of the Board they 
had lost Mr. E. L. de Hart, a valued member of the Industrial Committee, 
and Mr. Colin Cohen who had for some vears given unstinted service in 
visiting and office work. Mr. Frank Morley, who was so long Chairman 
of the Industrial Committee, had, to his great regret, resigned from the 
board, and within the month he had been forced to accept the resignation, 
after over fifty vears’ service, of that grand old man, Mr. Isaac Seligma> 
There was one more death of a member which he had to refer to. their 
old friend Levinsohn; he was a man who gave his whole heart and al! 
his powers tothe poor, His work for the Russian Jews and for consump. 
tives wonld long be remembered, and quite apart from those specia! 
matters, he had been for thirteen years one of the Honorary Secretaries cf 
the Board. A tablet to his memory had been placed on their walls. 
Their new members are Messrs. Cyril Goldsmid, Arthur Cohen, John 
Lewes, Robert Eichholz, Reginald Flatau, and Ronald Rubinstein. 

The Work of the Committees. 

The Loan Committee had granted a few more loans than last vear. 
This year's figure was 2,197, and 180 loans were granted by the Relicf 
Committees. The total amount lent was £28,127, an increase of nearly 
£2,800 over last year. This Committee was, he believed, originally formed 
to frustrate the efforts of moneylenders in the East End. They had had 
a copsiderable measure of success in that, and he could not but regret 
that at least one Yiddish paper was lending its advertisement columns tu 
moneylenders. The Industrial Committee showed a slight rise from 
1925—the total number of apprenticeships entered into during the year 
was 175. The girls’ sub-committee had also found places for 111 learners, 
as against 103 last year. There had once again been little work for their 


Emigration Committee. Under present conditions it was impossible to ~ 


make any real advance in this branch of their work. During the present 
year they had once again received help from the Jewish Colonisation 
Association. 

Convalescent Homes. 

The Health and Convalescence Committee had had a great vear. 
The Miller Home at Broadstairs was at last nearing completion. The 
middle of June would, he believed, see the workmen out. They had hada 
sift of £500 from Mr. Philip Peizer to name a bed, another £500 to provide 
a lift in memory of the late Alfred Rosenfeld, and £250 in memory of the 
late Bernard (Bertie) Rosenfeld. Mr. Arthur Franklin had also given 
some shares in Routledges, with directions that the income should be 
used for certain special purposes in connection with the Home. Theso 
were the gifts, or some cf the gifts, they had reccived for the Miller 
Home.

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A Kingly Valediction. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 
Specially prepared for THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


Lord, God of Abraham of Isaac and of Israel, our fathers, 
keep this for ever in the imagination of the thoughts of the heart of 
people, and incline their heart unto Thee.’—I. Chronicles 15. 

The two concluding chapters of the first book of Chronicles give a 
striking account of a great assembly in Jerusalem—the last public 
function of David's life and reign, It is a fitting climax to a life which, 
perhaps more than any other portrayed in Holy Writ, has moved men's 
imagination and touched their hearts. How complex are the elements 
that formed the character of David! VPassion, tenderness, flerceness and 
csenerosity, human frailty and sublime repentance. By how many figures 
we may personify his life! The shepherd, the soldier, the romantic friend, 
the chivalrous leader, the devoted father, the poet, the musician, the 
inspirer of godly worship, the man with a vision, the practical statesman, 
the most royal of kings: In these two chapters we hear him speaking before 
a vast assembly of his people in extreme old age. What love and loyalty 
must have been concentrated there upon thisaged monarch. David—the 
king of God's own choosing—upon whose head Samuel had poured the 
sacred oil and anointed him—a ruddy youth—in the midst of his brethren. 
David—the hero of sling and sword, whose deeds were still recounted 
through the homes of Israel. David, who had tamed the wild tumult of 
his own stormy tribes into the united power and influence of a great 
nation. How different was the inheritance David bequeathed to his son 
Solomon from that which had been conferred on him those forty years 
ago. How deeply hearts must have been moved in that great assembly 
here described. The humblest shepherd boy knew that the good king 
had been as humble as himself. Fathers and mothers called to mind 
tow he had risked a kingdom for the love ofa disobedient son. Sinful 
men and women remembered how the king himself had sinned and 
suffered and repented. So in this last public act of his old age, 
we may note both the purpose that moves him and the tone that 
pervades the declaration of his wishes. He has for many years 
occupied himself in amassing untold treasure with which to build and 
to adorn a House of God. The plans are complete to the smallest 
Jjetail—“everything in writing, with the knowledge given him by the 
power of God.” Bat the Divine word has come to him by Nathan the 
lrophet, that he must stay his hand, Because he has been a man of war 
and has shed blood he may not build a Temple to the God of peace. He 
does not fail publicly to announce the message and in submitting to it 
« knowledges the justice of the decree. He dedicates his son Solomon 
tv this new ideal of peace, and charges him to raise and to complete the 
house for which he has himself so long and so devotedly laboured. At 
this great meeting he gathers together the willing offerings of his people, 
to lay beside the treasures provided by his own kingly generosity. ‘They 
are to be fired by his example to be not only generous, but glad givers to 
God “ for of thine own have we given thee.”. We do not often find lavish 
cenerosity associated with extreme old age. Butitis the special joy of 
this ancient monarch to be liberal himself and find others emulating his 
e\ample. “I have offered all this willingly, and 1 have seen with joy 
t.y people who are here assembled to offer willingly unto Thee,” 

Nor is there any cf that pessimism so common to old folks, who find 
tuc world deteriorating, and despair of its ever becoming once again 
as it was when they were young. David finds himself on the verge of a 
nowera, He believes the world will be the better for all the efforts that 

and others have made. He foresees the building of a great temple 
that shall be a centre of worship and a rallying place for spiritual 
influences.

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American Immigration Reductions. 


Congressman Johnson's New Plan. 
WASHINGTON. 


The next session of Congress is to be asked to reduce immigration 
from the present total of 160,000 to 75,000. Congressman Johnson, Chair. 
inan of the Immigration Committee of the House of Representatives and 
author of the present United States quota Immigration Restriction Law, 
15 to propose a bill to limit the maximum quota for any country after July 
ist, 1928, to 25,000. This reduction to one-half will be effected by a plan 
whereby the quotas shall be reduced 10 per cent. per year from July Ist, 
1928, to July 1st, 1933, when the basis of computation would be changed 
to 1 per cent. of the 1890 census, He will provide for the admitting of 
a limited number of relatives, however, by giving the benefit of the 10 
per cent, annual reduction to certain relatives for the first two years after 
the bill goes into effect. Mr. Johnson also declared that he will support 
the bill for the voluntary registration of aliens and the revival at the ‘aext 
Congress of the Holaday Deportation Bill, 

Congressman Johnson, in explaining his attitude tewards aliens said 
that American life had deteriorated by the introduction of cheap and 
vulgar methods into the theatre, the press and public schools. He 
attributed the changes to the forces of the newly arrived foreigners of 
all countries who had entered America during the last twenty-five years.

SABBATH Leviticus xii., 1—xiii., 59. 


We have arrived at a section of the Pentateuch from which the 
average Bible-reader turns with feelings of repugnance. He perhaps 
wonders why such laws as those prescribed in chapters xii. to xy. are 
included in the Scriptures. What have they to do with religion? Such 
a question indicates a marked difference between the old and modern 
views of religion, and it is important that the Hebraic standpoint should 
be clearly grasped. It is the very essence of Judaism that it embraces 
the whole of life, that nothing which concerns human existence is out. 
side its purview. Body and soul come alike under its charge. There is 
no dividing line between the holy and the secular, and religion must 
comprehend them both. 

‘The Pentateuchal code has for its fundamental purpose the aim of 
making man holy even as God is holy. Man can only approach God when 
he is in a state of purity. Whatever is unclean sets up a barrier between 
them, which must be removed before communion can be attained (com. 
pare Genesis xxv., 2ff., Exodus xix., 10ff.). Physical blemishes and 
secretions from the body were considered causes of defilement, and the 
middle section of Leviticus describes how purification may be secured 
when persons had suffered from them, 

Christian theologians have made great play with these regulations 
and asserted that they must have weighed heavily upon the people. But 
these writers completely misinterpreted the scope of the Levitical laws, 
although Jewish authorities have carefully explained their limited appli. 
cation. Maimonides, ¢.7., wrete, “We are not impeded through these 
laws in our ordinary occupations. by the distinction the ZYorah makes 
between that which is unclean and that whichis clean. For this distinc. 
tion applies only in reference to the Sanctuary and the holy objects con- 
nected with it; it does not apply to other cases. Other persons are not 
cuilty of any sin if they remain unclean as long as they like” (Guide, 
i{I., 47). That is to say, the Israelite had to pay attention to these regu. 
lations only when he wished to approach the Tabernacle, or, later on, the 
Temple. 

The first cause of impurity treated is that brought about by child- 
birth. The Torah gives it the premier place, because it is associated with 
the beginning of human life. For forty days after the birth of a male 
child, the mother was in a state of defilement, and this period was 
doubled in the case of a female child. At the cnd of that time, the 
mother brought a burnt-offering and a sin-offering, and after the priest 
had made atonement for her, she was ritually clean again. 

Two questions are suggested by such alaw. Why was a sin offering 
necessary? And why was the period of impurity doubled when the child 
was afemale? We must certainly reject the theory which associates the 
law with the curse pronounced on Eve (Genesis iii, 16), and connects the 
origin of life with the idea of sin, This would contradict the story of 


. Creation, where God blessed man and woman and said to them “ Be 


fruitful and multiply.” The punishment inflicted on Eve was only that 
birth would be accompanied by travall. It should also be noticed that 
the mother alone became unclean, not the child (xii, 2), which is an 
indication that another reason must be sought for the impurity. The most 
probable view is that the law of child-birth comes within the general 
regulations concerning bodily secretions. Parturition was attended by 
certain physical derangements, and these rendered the woman temporarily 
unclean. 

As for the difference in the period of defilement, the reason cannot be 
that the female-child was considered inferior to the male; because the 
child itself was not regarded as unclean, and what was not impure could 
not create impurity. The law is undoubtedly based on an idea which is 
also found among the ancient Greek physicians, viz., that the female 
embryo took longer to develop than the male, and the birth of a female 
caused greater physical derangement. 

For her purification the mother brought lamb for a burnt- offering, 
and a young pigeon, or a turtle-dove, for a sin offering ” (xii., 6). The 
order is noteworthy, because in the case of a sinner the sin-offering 
preceded the burnt-offering and consisted normally of a lamb or goat 
(y. 8,10). It is possible that the Torah wished to avoid all idea of sin in 
connection with child-birth by making this distinction here. The barrier 
was created by a physical, not moral, cause, and consequently, the site 
offering played a subordinate part in scouring atonement. 
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The Ford Libel Case. 


Newspaper Interest in Trial. 
‘From our Correspondent.) NEW YORK. 


The American Press is devoting a good deal of space to.the libel 
action brought by Mr. Aaron Sapiro against Mr. Henry Ford, which 1s now 
being heard at Detroit. All the papers give long reports, and many ol 
them comment in their editorials on Mr. Ford’s evasion of the demand 
made by Mr. Sapiro that he should produce evidence of the alleged Jewis!: 
conspiracy. The New York TiMEs in particular urges Ford not tosheite: 
behind legal technicalities, but to vindicate his assertions by the produc 
tion of whatever evidence he may have. The NEW YorK WORLD sys 
that Ford has been trading for several years on the confidence of the 
people in him, by persistently trying to create racial hatred agaimst the 
Jews in his paper, the DEARBORN INDEPENDENT. 

It is still uncertain whether the anti-Jewish charges made in tix 
INDEPENDENT will be allowed, but the question came up again, when 
Mr. Gallagher, the leading Counsel for Mr. Sapiro, lodged a motion o! 
complaint against the Judge's ruling that the question of Mr. Ford s ant? 
Semitic campaign was not to be brought in in theevidence. The Judge. 
instead of making his ruling immediately, said that Mr. Sapiro’s complaint 
avainst the non-admissibility of evidence relating to Ford's anti-Femiti: 
campaign was fanlty and insufficient. In this form, he said, no jiioi 
would understand what constituted a libel. He suggested that Mr. 
Gallagher should amend his complaint. Mr. Gallagher agreed to drop ovo! 
the 141 points in the original plea. 

Persistent rumours are circulating that if the Judge decidés to ric 
the admissibility of introducing the question of the anti-Jewish cam pai; n, 
Mr. Ford’s leading Counsel, Senator Reed, will withdraw from the case. 
Senator Reed is expecting nomination as Democratic candidate for New 
York in the next Presidential elections, and is anxious not to be concerned 
in a trial involving racial issucs. A sensation was-caused in conrt when 
Mr. Cameron. the editor of the DEARBORN INDEPENDENT, under cross: 
examination, admitted that the attacks on Mr. Sapiro and the allegations 
ofan [rternational Jewish conspiracy were made in the paper on his own 
initiative and without Mr. lord’s knowledge or sanction. 


Judge Raymond has dismissed the plea of Senater Need, wio 
submitted that the proceedings constituted a mis-trial, as it Was 
pointed out that Henry Ford has been endqavouring to. postpone 
the trial fer the past two years. Extracts from the DEARBORN 
INDEPENDENT cmbodying accusations against Sapiro have been read 
in court, but it is alleged that Ford has never seen the articles com- 
plained of. Senator Reed told the jury, at a later sta:e of the tria}. that 
Mr. Sapiro had assured tobacco producers in North Carolima that he 
eould get ‘‘allthe money he wanted” from the war financiers, headed 
by Eugene Meyer, Junr., one of the several prominent men mentioned 
in the articlos. Speaking at a meeting of tobacco growers ins Washington, 
North Carolina, Sapiro had quoted Meyer to the effect that he would back 
co-operative marketing “to the last ditch.’ ‘“ Prominent Jews advanced 
Joans to carry out Sapiro’s plan,” the Senator continued. “ Bernard M. 
jaruch advanced 3,000 dollars for the project, Julins Rosenwald, 15,000 
dollars, Bingham, 2,000 dollars, and Sapiro put in 5,000 dollars, and 
thousands of farmers suffered losses totalling millions of dollars as a 
rosul6of Sapiro’s plan. We will show you that Sapiro has in his mind a 
dream of an Empire. We will show you that it was Henry Ford's duty 
to publish these articles and that they were published in good faith.’

Mr. Herman Bernstein, the editor of the Jewish TRIBUNE, of New 
York, says that his lawsuit against Ford, which is to come up in the 
autumn, will be unaffected by the result of the Detroit case. Mr. Bern- 
stein was accused by Ford of having drawn up secret reperts for inter- 
national Jewry during the war and at the time of the Peace Conference.

‘tics Treaty, signed on December 9th, 1919, and it is always open to them 
vldress a petition regarding the non-fultiiment of the Treaty to the Counci! 
League of Nations, who are the competent body to deal with alleged 
ractions of the Minorities Treaties, and have an established procedute for 
ealing with petitions. Accordingly. I would suggest that the best course 
ikt be to address a petition to the Secretary-General of the League of Nations

Jewish Hospital Extension. 

The Co-ordination Council had been formed in the past year. Mr. 
Lione! de Rothschild was Chairman, Sir Herbert Cohen, Vice-Chairman. 
Mr. Otto Schiff, Treasurer, and Miss Schlesinger, Secretary. its work had 
been of the unsensational sort, usually called spade-work, and there was 
nothing for him to report. In this connection perhaps he might be per- 
mitted to say how very sorry he was that Dr. Goodman Levy and their 
other friends at the Jewish Hospital had been annoyed by a paragraph in 
their Report. Perhaps they would forgive the Board when he reminded 
them that even a rumour of the sort alluded to might hold up donations. 
and thus prevent the filling up of empty beds. Dr. Levy had given them 
the greatest help by refuting the :umour. When the right time came for 
the Hospital's country extension he felt sure they would tind the Board 
of Guardians at their side. He would close his speech with asking once 
more for more workers. 

Mr, LEONARD L. COHEN thanked the Chairman for the personal 
reference to himself. In regard to the suggestion of holding the annual 
meetings on a Monday, he had had a; r at deal of experience of meetings 
of the Board, having presided over twenty annual meetings, and had 
found it difficult, whatever arrangements were made, to attract a large 
audience unless there was the prospect of a row. (Laughter.) He was 
greatly interested in the address of the Chairman, which would afford 
them a great deal of material for reflection when they were able to read 
it in the Press. He used to have difficulty in addressing the same 
audience on the same subject cach year. He (Mr. Cohen) was struck by 
the changes of the work of the Board. in recent years. For instance.

the Board was responsible for nearly the bulk of the convalescent 
treatment for Jewish poor. He referred to Dr. Goodman Levy’s letter to 
THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, in. which Dr. Levy explained that it was the 
intention of the Jewish Hospital at some distant date, to have a country 
extension,of the hospital. The original statement in the newspaper 
had confused convalescent treatment with continuous care and 
ebservation by the medical and surgical authorities of the Hospital]. 
He (Mr. Cohen) would like to say that he entirely associated 
himself with the view expressed in the report that the most 

economical way to satisfy the deficiencies in the accommodation for 
convalescent treatment was provided by the Board’s answer, and that 
was to find the funds to open the thirty extra beds which conld be 
provided at Walton. There was one other feature of the Board he wished 
to speak about. While the number of cases applying to the Board was 
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diminishing, their expenditure did not diminish in the same ratio. ‘Me 
Board was spending a great deal more per case than it used to. He 
welcomed that because the cases they assisted would become moro 
rapidly self-supporting.

To day, Hadassah maintains four hospitalsand dispensaries, 
fourteen infant welfare stations, nine prenatal and postnatal clinics, 
medical circuits in rural districts, a nurses’ training school, the only one 
in the Near East, and an X-ray institute, and conducts school luncheons, 
medical inspection of immigrants and school children, and anti-trachoma 
and anti-malaria campaigns,

ORTHODOX CONFERENCE HELD. 

\ conference of Rabbis and orthodox communal workers has been 
beld in Jerusalem. Chief Rabbi Kook, Rabbi Sonnenfeld, Chief Rabbi 
Aaronson of Jaffa, and others took part in the discussions, which turned on 
the question of how to strengthen Jewish religious life in Palestine, the 
observance of the Sabbath, Kashruth, ete. 

The Conference has adopted a@ number of resolutions providing for 
(1) the establishment of committees to watch over the observance of 
Sabbath in al. the towns and colonies, (2) the issue of a prohibition of 
football matches on Saturday, (3) the taking of measures against the 
violation of Sabbath at the Nesher factory in Haifa, (4) the submission of 
a demand to the Government that Jewish officials should be released 
from work on Saturday, (5) the submission of a demand to the Zionist 
Executive, Keren Jlayesod, Jewish National Fund, and American Jewry 
that they adopt strong measures against the violation of Sabbath in 
lalestine, 

The Conference has proclaimed it as the duty of ail Jews to employ 
Jewish labour and to use the products of the land.

On behalf of those who have lee lh helped by yvour 
xiit, we tender you our heartiest thanks and wish vou a successful journey and 
happy Passover feast. 


Archeology in Jerusalem. 
THIRD WALL EXCAVATIONS. 


The latest excavations of the Third Wall of Jerusalem. eonducted 
jointly by the Hebrew University and the Jewish Palestine Exploration 
Society, reveal a section of the wall composed of two courses of large 
dressed blocks of stone. This section is much better preserved than 
any hitherto disclosed by the excavations. Its lower course consists of 
beautifully dressed stones similar to these used in the Western Temple 
Wall, while the upper course is composed of great undressed blocks. It 
is, therefore, assumed that the lower row of stones dates from the reign 
of King Agrippa, who constructed the Wall, while the upper row was 
added during the war against the Romans. 

' The remains of another tower have also been discovered close to the 
Wall. 

One of the stone balls shot out of catapnits by the Romans during 

their siege of Jerusalem was discovered during the excavations.— Reuter.

- there lies the spirit of deep inspired faith. My husband and I watched 


women planting trees amidst the rocks around Jernsalem. And we said: 
‘Hlow can trees blossom in such a soil?’ Bat the women answered 
us and told us to come back in a year or so and see how the strijlings 
would have become sturdy trees. 


“The Nahalal school, of course, owes a great part-.of its success to the 
excellent management by the Women’s International Zionist Ordauisa- 


tion, of which the Canadian Hadassah is a constituent part. lvery- 
thing there looks so neat and trim, the chickens, I thought,’ smiled Mrs, 
Freiman, “looked as if each one had just been bathed. The fine nursery 
is already making itself well-known for the sale of fruit trees and ail kinds 
of orange trees among the settlers throughout the land. When I return 
to Canada I intend to.send apple trees to Nahalal to see if these aiso can 
be successfully grown in Palestine. The school accommodates Sixty pus 
and the applications for admittance amounted to 15,000. Our organisa 
tion hopes to complete the second building of the Nahalal school, and | 
is my intention, when I meet my Committee, to propose to them that in 
future the Canadian Hadassah be responsible for the upkeep of th: 
school, which will then be known as the Canadian Hadassah Sc! 
Agriculture. 

“Before I finish telling you about my experiences in Palestine, 
proceeded Mrs. Freiman, “I must add that I was deeply impressed by 
the splendid type of woman and girl that is working there for the 
upbuilding of the National Hcme.” 

‘The Hadassab,” said Mrs. Freiman in response to a question on the 
point, “is the most active communal organisation of Canadian Jewry. 
sets the pace for a!l other communal endeavour. We have a « ntral 
Organisation, which until now has been in Ottawa, my home town, '"' 
since my enforced retirement has been removed to Montreal, amt We 
have 105 ‘ Chapters’ stretching from the Atlantic to the Pacific. bvery 
Jewish town or village where there are three Jewish women forl:s 4 
‘Chapter,’ and the work done by the Canadian women is really wonder! 
We have, for example, had practically no administrative expense i 
collecting the money that has been sent by us to Palestine, There |s the 
keenest competition among our ‘ Chapters’ for working and excelling 12 
raising funds for Palestine. 

“The Mizrachi equally with the Reform Congregations all work 
together for the common ideal of the upbuilding of our National [iome. 
There is a real unity of front with which Canadian women approac!: this 
work. We have trained women throughout the country to lead wit! the 
utmost zeal and fortitude in the work of collecting money for Palestine. 
You know that in addition to purely woman’s work we, of course, nunder- 
take all Zionist activity. We work equally for the Keren Hayesod an i for 
the National Fund. ” | 

In conclusion, Mrs. Freimau, who is a devoted communal worker 12

give those who desired to live there that opportunity; so that they might 
pursue the lives that they desired. Why,’ asked Mr. Marshall, should 
I object to an enterprise which has leit to the working out of such e 
theory? Why should I be opposed to it? Why should! commicnt against 
it? Why shonld I not sympathise with that ideal? I have never been 
able to understand that. You all know that I am not and never have 
been a Zionist. You all know that I belong to a Reform Congregation, 
that lam President of Temple Emanu-E] ; and yet I find of interest every- 
thing that has taken possession of the Jewish mind, not only in our days 
but in the days gone by. 1 do not feel mnconsistent to be connected 
with a great Reform Congiezation and at the same time President of an 
orthodox seminary. Both preach and practise the principles of —_ 
sacred faith. Both are intended to glorify God— both serve Judaism.” 


The Marvels of Zionism. | 
Yionism has accomplished marvels in the past twenty-five years, : 
M:. Marshail continued. “It has brought about a renaissance of Jewish 
learning and scholarship, which has once more made Hebrew a living 
languase. lt has given a people who were at one time indifferent to ow 
history something -to look up to and to live for, It has been responsible 
for the creation of a great University in Jerusalem, the fo indation of 
what will be one of the great seats of learning in the world ; and the Jews 
have become more idealistic in consequence of it. The fact that one 
differs from certain theoretical and academic aspects of the Movenient 
should be no reason for failing to unite with those who are desirous of 
building up the Holy Land and restoring its usefulness and beauty, and 
grandeur, 


The “Danger” of a Jewish State. 

There ave those who say: ‘We have no use for political Zionism. 
« do not desire a Jewish State.’ Well), that is a perfectly proper 
point of view. But that is entirely unimportant, when we are consider- 
the «uestion whether Palestine should be rebuilt. there 1s 
no danger of a Jewish State being organised there within our -time. 
Nobody who is saying it has an-idea that it would be practicable. We 
are satistied, all of us who have sympathy for Palestine, in giving those an 
»pportunity to live there, whocan be enabled to earn a livelihood there and 
become economically independent. Nobody is obliged to become a member 
of a State, which does not exist and which will not exist until the time shall 
arrive when the Jews may be in the majority in. Palestine. They have 
no majority now, and there is no likelihood that there will be a majority 
for many, many years to come. Their situation will be then, if that 
arrives, just what the situation of any people is in the United States 
to-day. The majority governs generally ; and if there were a majority of 
Jews tm Far Rockaway, or in any of the surreanding, towns, and they 
should decide to elect Jews to offices, that would be within the legitimate 
bounds of the political system which prevails in every civilised country. 
So dont be afraid, my good friends, who have hitherto objected to 
Zionism on the ground that you do not believe in a Jewish State.” 


\ dinner in honour of Dr, Weizmann and Mr. Louis Marshall, as a 
tribute to their services in bringing about agreement in American Jewry 
in regard to the extension of the Jewish Agency, was diven at the 
Biltmore Hotel, New York, last week. Judge brving Lehman presided. 

In the course of his speech, Dr. Weizmann said that the task that 
was now facing Zionists and non-Zionists alike was to bring the work of 
Palestine upbuilding to success worthy of the name of the ancient Jewish 
race. By the agreement on the Jewish Agency. Dr. Weizmann continued, 
Mr. Marshall had added to his work an achievement of eternal valic. 
ihe immediate task now was to remove the crisis in Palestine and to 
clear the way for further development in accordance with Palestihe’s 
capacity for absorption. 

CANADIAN KEREN HAYESOD CAMPAIGN. 

Dr. Weizmann and Sir Wyndham Deedes attended a dinner at 
Montreal to launch the fifth annual Keren Hayesod campaign in Canada. 
Subscriptions, totalling 40,000 dollars, were pledged by the 400 guests 
present towards the quota of 100,000 dollars fixed for the city of Montreal. 

Dr. Weizmann sailed for London on Friday last. In a farewell 
message to the Jews of America, the Zionist leader said that he was 
satisfied with the progress which had been made during his visit to 
America. With patience, work and goodwill, he added, an effective union 
of ail Jewry for Palestine would be bronght about; and it would be a 
union, not only In name or intention but in accomplishment. The

LECTURE BY THE CHIEF’ RABBI, 


The Chief Rabbi of the British Empire addressed a gathering at the 
(:nildhouse, Eecleston Square, on Sunday last, on* Fandamental Ideals and 
'roclamations of Judaism.” In opening his address, he said: A course 
af lectures such as the one in which I am privileged to participate this 
\fternoon has one obvious danger. It not infrequently leaves in the minds 
.( weaker brethren the impression that fundamentally all faiths have 
-oach the same goal; that they exact muclr the same ethical practice 
‘rom their devotees; and that, in consequence, there is not much to choose 
iotween the various religions. It is, therefore, well to recall the words 
jnoted approvingly by William James, the American psychologist : 
‘There is mighty little difference between one man and another, 
hot what little difference there is is mighty important! Even if 
we were to grant that there is mighty little difference between 
one religion and another, we must not overlook the fact that it is these 
jiferences that constitute the individuality of each religion. Further- 
sore. these differences among the religions are of such transcendent 
importance that millions have been, and are, willing to agonise and die 
forthem. It is to such differentice of Judaism—the special emphasis and 
iceent in the promulgation of its message concerning the great problems 
.nd duties of life, the unique perspective in which it views them—that I 
intend to devote my remarks this afternoon. 

In conclusion; the Chief Rabbi said: The Talmud relates the story 
.¢ a man who attained eternity in one brief hour. IL have attempted to 

part eternity—an infinity of spiritual truth—in a paper of an hour's 
ication. If one ef the master-minds of the human race, Sir Ishac 
\ewton, after a life-time of devotion to science, could. speak of merely 
diverting himself on the sea-shore with a smoother pebbie or prettier 
chell than ordinary, whilst the great ocean of trath lay all 
ondiscovered before him—lI certainly have ample reason to regret 
that in the few moments at my disposal | could give you. a few glimpses 
only of that vast ocean of spiritual Truth called Judaism. In the words 
‘ten Sira twenty-one centuries ago. “There is none that hath ever 
ade an end of learning it, and there is none that. will ever find out 
il its mysteries. For its wisdom is richer than any sea. And its word 
per than any abyss.” 


‘the Chief Rabbi's. address on “The Prophetical Literature” was 
attended by about 1,500 people at the City Temple on Thursday in last 
week. On Sunday next, at 3.50, the Chief Rabbi is giving bis lecture, 
The Bible as a Book,” at the Whitefield Tabernacle, Tottenham Court 
toad.

“PROFESSOR TIM." 

This play, produced at the Vandeville last week, is a simple and 
unpretentious affair, not strikingly original in. plot or construction.

Tois last of Mozart's Italian comic operas has been more or leas rescued 
from oblivion, and it was a happy inspiration of Mr. W. Johnstone-Douglas 
to present this delightful li'tle work at the Kingsway Theatre so that music 
lovers may have the joys of Mozart's opera at comparatively reasonable prices. 
The piece in itself; as its title suggests (** The Scheol for Lovers”), is a light 
and joyous pieee of farce, but over oll the artificiality there is the genius of 
Mozart's easy flow of pure music, lovely melodica following one upon the other 
with never a commonplace bir or phrase. It is not necessary to be gifted 
with “‘ musical experience " to appreciate the show at the Kingsway. Any 
person whose car is not deaf to melody must find ** The School for Lovers *’ 
an inspiriiing seminary to attend.

THE PAVILION THEATRE. 

The closing of the Pavilion Theatre, Whitechapel—as far as the drama 
is concemne...—- next week, severs a link with Jewish and theatrical memorics 
doting back neotly a hundred years, Originally built as a flooreloth factory, 
the building ws opened as a theatre in 1828, so that it has only just failed 
to reach is centenary. The Royal Pavilion Theatre, as it was then known, 
was entirely destroyed by fire in 1856. A play called “ The Red Crow,” 
which had been shown the previous night, had concluded as a spectacular 
tale with the barning of an inn, and it was thought that some burning embers 
accidentally leit on the stage had caused the eonflagration. Neither the 
unfortunate leasees nor the actors were insured against fire, and benefit. per- 
forminees were organised in aid of the latter. Many theatrical. memorics 
in connection with the Pavilion are referred to in Mr. H. Chance Newton's 
book. Cues Curtain Calls,” and these are bricfly. referred to inva review 
of the work woiely appears in another column.

‘This statement was made in the course of an interview with a representative 
of Tae Jewisa Corontere by Councillor J. W. Rosenthal, the proprietor 
of the Pavilion Theatre, Whitechapel Road, in discussing his decision to 
close it.

Auntie’s Chat. 


I often sit looking ab people who are at work at some job or other’ 
and wonder at the ease with which they-do it. It seems se com 
plicated and difficult to me, but they go about it as if it were quite 
ordinary and easy, and are a little surprised if I express my astonish- 
ment. The other day I was sitting next to a man in the train who haé’ 
a music exercise book spread out on his knees, and he was orchestrat-_ 
jng some piece or other. That seemed to me the most wonderful thiag 
ofall. Ihave never been able to grasp how composers manage to set 
perhaps twenty different instruments going at once and biend their 
separate notes into a Symiphonic poem. 


HARMONIES. 


Yet life is very much like that. We all play our individual bits of 
tune, and they are caught up in the big harmonic schemé, and some- 
thing emerges that is different from any one of them, though each is 
important in contributing to the symphonic whole, The flautist who 
tont-toots perhaps once in every other bar may be playing something 
that in itself-is puerile and silly, Lut it is a vital element in the 
composition as a whole, which would suffer if just those notes were 
left out. The moralis obvious. We, individually, may seem to be 
playing a very humble role in the world, and we may not be able to 
perceive the meaning of our existence, but the great Master Composer, 
He ‘knows just’ what He has set us to do in the orchestra, and we should | 
spoil the performance if we did not do onr duty and contribute of our

‘know very little of the technicalities of music, but I can conceive 


the idea of orchestral synthesis,-the fitting together of the various — 


instrumental notes so as to blend them gradually to make real music. 

Similarly, I can envisage human lives and actions being fitted together 
to make the music of life. We may, as it were, be the first violin, 
giving out the melody ; we may he a drummer or a tympanist beating 


time; we may blow the strident trombone filling the air with sound ; 


or pass our bow across a ‘cello to sound the deeper vibrations, bub we 
all have our part to- play, and each‘of/us is equally important aud can:

Our Debate. 


CAREERS FOR JEWISH BOYS AND GIRLS, 
THE QUESTIONS UNDER DISCUSSION.—Should there be an improve-" 


ment in the method of choosing careers for our young people? Are 
parents the best judges? Or are the children themselves? May not 


the former, just as much as the latter, be. limited in outlook and 
experience? Are youthful talents and ambitions given a fair chance 
of development? Is apprenticeship good or bad ? 


SU}VIMING -UP, 


We are clearing away our Chometz in good time this year. Last 
week we brought to a conclusion the series of “ Recollections of an 
Old Boy,’ and now [ think it is necessary also that we should cry 
“finis”” to the very successful discussion on “ Careers ” that has been 
running for so many weeks and pick up the threads of the debate. 
There have, I think, been two main arguments advanced on this topic. 


On the one hand, it has been suggested that parents are not the best | 


people to select careers for their children, that their outlook is often 
narrow aud@restricted, that there is too great a tendency to insist on 
the child following the parental calling, and too great an eagerness for 
the child to carn as much as possible as early as possible, irrespective 
of after results. On the other hand, it was pointed out that children 
have not the necessary experience to select careers for themselves, 
that they must depend on parental guidance if they are not to come to 
grief, and that most Jewish parents are ready to make considerable 
sacrifices to give their children an effective start in life. We heard 
these arguments repeated from various angles. More than one debater 
laid stress on the frequency with which youthfal talents and pre- 
dileetions are thwarted and young people thrown into callings for 
which they have no liking, with the result that those talents have no 
opportunity of development. We also heard something of the value 
of the apprenticeship system. 


A VALUABLE DISCUSSION, 


I think we have had a very valuable discussion. The whole ground 
has been covered.- One girl contributor even stressed the importance 
of domestic service as acarecr. Of course, there were differences of 
opinion. It would have been no debate if there had not been diver- 
gencies of view. I think we reached this point by way of conclusion : 
that parent and child should both have a say in the choice of a career 
for the‘latter. The child should profit by the father’s experience and 
benefit by his desire to do the best. But the parent should pay some 

regard to the child’s inclinations and natura! gifts, and if atall possible 
give them seope, bearing in mind: that. much unhappiness may be 
caused by trying to force a square peg in a round hole. ‘Lc cuolwe
